Applicant argues that the Shimma reference does not disclose that ducts are formed so that they are 
closed off from an interior of the housing. The Examiner points out that in Figure 5 there are several areas in which the 
ducts (24, 25) are closed off from an interior of the housing (3), including the divided group of cells or each cell group held 
by the upper and lower holders (15,16) (column 5 lines 16-34). Applicant also argues that Shimma does not disclose 
wherein at least one duct is located in a nip between individual ones of the battery cells. The Examiner points out that duct 
(25) is located in an area that is tightly sgueezed between the battery cells or the two cell groups . (See 37 CFR 1.116 and 
41.33(a)).
